Iurorntant Cuance in tHe Litn Law.—An 
important altération was made af the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature’ inthe law with rela- 
tion to liens upon ships and vessels; It has 
been the law for many years,‘in our State; that 
the mechanic who does labor, or the merchant 
who furnishes supplies, to the amount of $50, 
for the fitting or furnishing of any vessel in 
this State, shall be allowed to hold the vessel 
for his pay. . Various.amendments have been 
made at times. fo the statute. to Increase its 
efficiency, and, to render its working more easy 
and equitable, but the: policy of ‘the law has 
been aecepted as good all over the State, by 
courts and lawyers and clietits, ‘by owners of 
vessels as well as. by furnishers of labor and 
supplies. 

And yet of a sudden, without any call for 
any change, without any talk about it, a few 
words.are put into the statute which, fora 
large proportion of those who were benefited 
by. it, repeal the. law.and take away the lien. 
The statute was amended by our last Legista- 
tare a0 as to provide that <“‘ whenever'a debt 
amounting -to fifty dollars on sea-going or 
ockan-bound vessels, or..whenever a . debt’ of 
fifteen dollats on, vessels navigating any of the 
lakes of this State, shall be: couttasted by tho 
master, ewner, agent or consignee ‘of any ship 
or vessel,” . Kes. &., such abt shall bo. 
lien, &¢. 

Now, if we assume. that the phrase “ any of 
the lakes-of this ‘Siate” will include Lakes 
Erie and Ontario and Champlain, and will not 
be confined in its. meaning to the ‘small 
lakes lying éntitely within the: State,. whith ts 
by no means’ certain, we should like” to ask 
what was the reason of the discrimination in 
favor of the mechanic who: does “labor on a 
vessel on the lJakes?..Why should one who 
furnislies fifteen dollars worth of supplies to a 
vessel at Buffalo have a-lien on her. for it, and 
the one who furnishes to the same: amount in 
New-York have none ?. 

But the main point in the law’ is the inser: 
tion of those’ fliree words, ‘sea-going or 
ocean-bound ”—which’ef course exclude from 
the benefit.of the law all those who. de. work 
or furnish supplies to vessels which navigate 
the Hudson River. For all-the.immense com- 
mereé of that River the lien law —is repealed. 
Men, who do work. or furnish" stipplies to all 
the steamboats, :passenger-boats, or:tow-boats, 
between here and"Troy, or to allsloops or ves- 
sels sailing there which do not. go..ut of 
Sandy Hook, must look, ‘while: this. statute 
remains in force, only to. the personal liability” 
of the'men with whom they'deal: ‘ It is plain, 
too, that there is ample room for litigation on 
the question, what “is a “sea-going o¢ ocean- 
bound” vessel? “Does it include those.steam- 
tugs, which sometimes go a few miles ontside 
of the Hook in quest of vessels? Does itin-

Tuomas Mure, lad 
of twelve, was tried on an indietment for man- 
slaughter. On the 7th of ‘March, he had 
stabbed another boy with a shoemaker’s awl, 
so that‘he died: The act was committed ins 
boyish quarrel, in which the deceased was the 
aggressor, and it did not that Miter 
meant to kill, or-even serioualy to harm him. 
The Jury, however, found him guilty in the 
fourth degree, and he Was séntenced to the 
House of Refige: for Juvenile” 
where he may remain till he is twenty-one 
years of ‘age, unless ‘sooner dismissed: by the 
Managers of that Institution. 

We do not find by the-report of the case‘that 
the prosecution was called upon ‘to show: affir- 
matively thé boy’s capacity to commit the-of.
